Tbe 
meteor  was  seek  to  fall,  it  is  said,  by  the 
father  of  one  of  tbe  oldest  Indians  in  Cbil- 
cri,  over  a  hundred  years  ago,  aud  was  af¬ 
terward  sought  out  aud  carried  to  his  hut 
in  trio  in}  h.  Through  the  00  operation  of 
the  Northwest  Trading  Company,  the  Mul¬ 
ing  Unread  succeeded  iu  conducting  nego¬ 
tiations  for  iU  purchase  ;  and  for  a  consid¬ 
eration  which  seems  meagre  as  £  au’s  mess 
of  pottage  iu  the  eyes  of  scieutisU,  the 
Bute  of  California  acquired  clear  title  to  the 
meteor,  and  it  arrived  in  tho  city  of  a 
Francisco  Juue  21.  This  aerolite  is  exceed¬ 
ingly  irregular  in  shape,  and  the  projecting 
point*  are  as  bright  as  if  they  had  been 
burnished.

Louis 
disputes  with  Cbtongo  the  title  of  “Metropolis 
of  tbe  West,”  but  unlike  Its  great  rival  Its  his¬ 
tory  dates  back  to  an  early  period  in  American 
history.  It  was  tottk-d  to  1782  by  the  French 
sud  In  1764  Its  InfcabltaHts  numbered  120,  all 
told,  while  its  pojalatioH  to-day  is  believed  te> 
be  nearly  350,000.  Tbe  qity  is  situated  ou  tbi 
vest  bank  of  th*  River,  on  a  bluff  elevated 
above  the  floods  of  the  stream.  It  is  built  an 
two  terracqs,  the  flrst,  or  lower,  rising  abruptly 
about  twenty  feet  from  tbe  river,  and  the  s«ic- 
opd  making  a  more  gradual  ascent  of  forty  feet 
flom  the  lower  and  spreading  out  into  a  wide 
and  beautiful  plain.  The  corporate  limits  pf 
the  city  extend  ovur  six  miles  along  tbe  Rivj 
and  from  three  t»  tve  miles  baek  of  it.  Tl 
okler  streets  are  uurrow^but  the  new  aveuuj 
arc  wide  and  iboe*  to  the  resident  portions 
liRed  with  elegant  mansions.  The  public  build¬ 
ings  present  *n  imposing  appearance;  tb< 
houses  are  handsome;  tbe  public  parks
